Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
semiconductor luminescent device as recited in the claims of the instant invention fail to 
be taught by the prior art cited of interest. 

For claim 1 , the prior art shows an electronics unit but fails to teach the specific 
characteristic of the structure recited in the claims of the instant invention e.g. the 
structural orientation of a glass frit and metal conductor oriented on an insulator layer 
which is on a metal mount in combination with the particular materials used for 
conductor track system/insulating layer/metallic mount and the specified electronic 
components present in the module.
